Attention has been called to the slanderous 
rumors about the local draft board, which is 
comprised ot memliers who air all human. 
And Iteing human they me bable to error of 
judgment in the course of their work. 
The charges being circulated are very seri­ 
ous and go as far as saying that a certain 
member has received money for deferring a 
conscript. Criminal liI*ol carries with it heavy 
penalties anti it would he wise for those who 
are prone to ic*i»eat rumors to first establish 
tin farts before passing on the accusations. 
The charges of course are a matter for the 
district attorney to look into and if any per­ 
son has tho facts the district attorney would 
In* glad to learn of them. 
The Department of Justice would also be 
interested, since such an act would be an of­ 
fense calling for a long term in a federal 
prison. The federal men will also be pleased 
to Investigate the charges or to track down 
the rumor to see that proper juitiee is meted 
out. 
There is a certain amount of judgment to 
lie exercised by members of th* draft hoard 
staffs, who have a wide latitude in the clasub 
Heat ions of selectees. There aie many rea­ 
sons why some of the young men have been 
put in deferred classes. The conditions can­ 
ine: for the deferment are of an intimate na­ 
ture concerning the young men that the gen­ 
eral public does not know about.

There is no expense to filing an 
appe al and in all fairness to the members of 
tilt draft I KXI rd this should he done when 
there is a question on the part of the draftee. 
Ii then is no question then all should be de­ 
cent enough to coa>e spreading lies. 
rho draft board members have a difficult 
and thankless job which must lie done by 
patriotic citizens. There is no salary attached 
to the job and no expenses allowed in the 
course of t heir duties. In their deliberations at 
least two of the three members must concur 
in their decisions, and the government de­ 
mands an impartial and fearless performance 
of duty upon the part of all members of the 
board.
